Aflower is a Commodity, without which, Scarlets , Carnations , Roſe and Pirk- 
g colours Incarnadye cannot be Dycd. 
There is not above 2e0e /. wetght or thercabouts, growing in Ex2land yearly. 

Engliſh Saflower will not Dye thoſe Beautiful CoJours, tor Dying wl.creof England 
is famous throughour the World, and do ſerve France, Spain, /taly, Holland and 
Germany, With great quantity of Ribbonds of thoſe colours. 

In making whereof the Silk Trade and ManufaQure is incouraged ; Merchants , 
Silkmen, Dyers, Weavers, Stlk-Throwers and Winders , receive an Imploy and 
bench by it. | 

Whereupon, from Germany and other parts, about 60000. weight is yearly im- 
ported , which is the produa of our Exegliſh ManufaQuries of Silk and Worſted 
Hoſe; Stuffs , Serges and other the Woollen ManufaQure of this Nation ; all 
which pay the King a duty of Cuſtom. 

This Saflower wken Imported , 15 -all expended in England, in our Engliſh Ma- 
nufaQuric, and occaſions rhe expending great quantities of Vinegar, Becr, Sopcs 
of all ſorts, Pot-aſhes, Juice of Lemmons, and Lime juice, and divers other Com- 
modities, all of which payrthe King a duty of Cuſtom. | 

If a further duty be Jaid upon Forrcign Safiozey, it will hinder the Importation, the 


Commodity not Hh able to bear a higher Imppoſition, if nor imported, the Dying 


Trade is deſtroyed, (howbeir there ſhould be ſufficient of thar Commodity tor the 

future planted in Exgland yearly, toDye withal) ſor that the ſame will nor Dye 
' ſo clear, Beautiful and Strong Colonrs as Forreign ; the conſequence will be thar 

Lions in Franceand other parts that are now vying with Exglavd, who ſhall Dyethe 
- moſt fulland beautiful Colours will exceed England ; And then what followeth, 
| bur that Ergland muſt be ſupplied from France and Hellzd , with thoſe very Com- 

modiries which now, are ta the enriching of our own People made in England, and 

tranſported into France and Holland, and when once the Exgliſh Dye is brought our 
' of repute, it will hardly ever be brought into eſteem again. 

The duty on Saffewer already is 5 th, per Hundred. -. 

The furcher duty intended 1s as much. 

This for 60000 pound weight comes not toabore 135 pcund per ax.to the King,and if 
150l.impoſed will prevent thcKing of tentimes as muck Cuſtome, in expending Jeſs of | 
orher Commodities, that pay the King a Cuſtome, deſiroy many Famlilics , and Icfſcn 
the Exportation of our own ManufaQure. 

Andir is humbly conceived will be of advantage to no Pcxſon unleſs one Mr. 
Euflis Barnaby , who hath got a Patent for the ſole planting of Saflower in Enzland, 
and would have had the Dyers joyncd with him inir, but tticy cannor, becauſe ut wilg 
abſo/utely deſtroy their Trade, and Trade of many others. 

And for thar it may be ſaid that the gathering of Saflower will imploy many People ar 
work. Iris anſwered chat it maydo fofora Moneth 1a a year, bur then it would rake off 
from the imployment of ren cimesas many orhers who are all the year long imploy- 
ole the making of thoſe ManufaQuureswhich are Exported; the product of which, S2- 

er is. 

Befides, in Germany ir is gathered for 1 4, or 24.a day; in Englazdnone will wort: 
under 8 4. noman can gather above one or two pounds a day, and this would (though 
the Commodity be worſe than Forcign) make it much dearer, whereby Forcign- 


ers will not onely Dye better, bur ſell cheir Commodity Cheaper than Exgl:ſb men 
can afford, |
